Tile  Board  Was  then  questioned  and 
the  reply  was — with  much  apparent  hesitancy 
and  circumlocution,— not  in  all  “cases.”  The 
church’s  minute  says:

Turd  to  circumstances  is  a  sin,  the  re n uncut- 1 
s  nf  which  should  he  made  a  condition  of 
membership  in  the  church  of  Christ  ?” 

The  answer  is,  lio.  “This  Assembly  can¬ 
not  denounce  the  holding  of  slaves  as  necessa- 
ri!y  a  heinous  and  scandalous  sin.”  At  the 
same  time  all  parting  of  social  ties— all  traf¬ 
fic  in  slaves  for  gain— all  cruelty  in  treatment 
and  laws— indeed,  all  treatment  inconsistent 
with  the  slave’s  “moral  and  immortal 
ests”  was  declared  to  be  condemned. 

Now  where  is  the  Board  on  this — the  real 
question  at  issue?  They  say: 

“They  cannot  think  that,  in  all  cases,  indi¬ 
vidual  guilt  exists  in  such  a  manner,  that  ev¬ 
ery  person  implicated  in  it  can  on  scriptural 
grounds  be  excluded  from  fellowship.”  They 
cannot  say  to  all  brought  up  among  it,  &c., 
“that  unless  they  make  the  resolute  sacrifice 
and  renounce  their  property  in  slaves,  they 
should  he  treated  as  outcasts  from  the  privi¬ 
leges  of  christiatr  society,” 


they  did  not  mean.  Then  Dr.  Bacon,  .moved  I 
a  specification  of  those  accompanying  circum¬ 
stances  to  slaveholding  which  would  render 
the  person  inadmissible,  rind  which  were  so 
numerous  as,  if  faithfully  carried  out,  would 
have  nearly  or  quite  created  a  general  rule  I 
against  slaveholders,  and  that  was  voted 
down;— they  did  not  mean  that.  True,  it  is 
said  this  amendment  was  rejected  because  it 
would  look  too  much  like  legislation;  but  how 
easily  could  and  would  the  word  “resolved,”  I 
have  been  struck  out  and  the  resolutions  em¬ 
bodied  in  the  report,  had  this  been  the  only  I 
objection?  But  they  did  no  such  thing,  and 
ee  no  essential  change  in  the  position 
of  that  Board,  but  an  explicit  declaration 
against  any  such  change.  And  with  respect 
the  vital  point  at  issue — the  treatment  of] 
slaveholders — we  cannot  see  an  essential  dif¬ 
ference  between  the  Board  and  the  Assembly. 
The  principle  which,  for  15  years,  has  been 
iq  debate  between  abolitionists  and  their  op- 
posers  on  this  subject  has  not  been  yielded.— 
We  know  many  members  of  the  Board  wish- 
r  have  it  changed,  and  fondly  hoped  it 
done;  but  it  will  not,  we  think,  be  made 
i  appear.  We  are  glad  to  see  the  effort 
made,  and  heartily  wish  it  might  be  success¬ 
ful.

We  fear  neither  the  Board  uor  its  missiona¬ 
ries  believe  in  the  moral  wrongfuluess  of  in¬ 
dividual  slaveholding,  and  have  so  taught 
those  people.

In  pure  obedienco .  to  these  principles, 
which  no  circumstances  can  obscure  and  no 
time  can  change,  we  protest  against  any  at¬ 
tempt  to  defeud  this  system  on  the  ground 
that  the  slaves  are  often  treated  kindly.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the 
subject  of  the  annexation,  of  Texas,  respect¬ 
fully  report: 

The  great  question, now  before  the  country, 
i  whether  Texas  siuUlvbe .annexed  to  the  U. 
States;  whether. slavery  i-  to  he  nursed  and 
xted  in  that  vast  territory  by  tiie  wealth, 
it-,  and  enterprise  of  this  nation;  whether 
the  northern  Slates  shall  he  prostrated  at. the 
feet  of  southern  despotism.  Until  this  ques¬ 
tion  is  settled  every  friend  of  the  sluve,  and 
every  lover  of  freedom,  should  concentrate  all 
bis  energies  to  save  tbe  nation  from  the  great 
impending  .calamity. 

But  before  enquiring  what  should  be  done, 
it  may  be  well  . to  consider  the  precise  s-itua- 
iidti  in  which  Texas  now  stands  to  this  Un¬ 
ion.  The  Democratic  patters  sbotH  exult- 
ingly  .that /annexation  is  completed,  and  ttiolh- 
in"  hut  mere  forms  remain  to  make  Texas,  as 
well  in  name  as  in  fact,  one  of  the  U.  States.

THE  BURNING  OF  THE  SLAVES!!! 

Dear  Friend  Leavitt, — When  in  Cin¬ 
cinnati  last  June,  1  published  a  letter  in  the 
Morning  Herald  of  that  city,  describing  the 
burning  of  several  slaves.  1  stated  that  the 
owner  of  a  plantation  near  Oakland  college, 

MisL  at  his  death,  had  made  provision  lor 
the  fiberatiou  of  his  slaves — that  his  executors 
did  not  execute  that  portion  of*  his  will  which 
related  to  the  liberation  of  the  slaves— that 
they,  tbe  slaves,  became  restive  and  indignant 
at  the  injustice  done  them,  set  fire  [it  was 
supposed )  to  the  dwelling-house  of  the  over¬ 
seer  and  burnt  it  to  the  ground— that  a  child 
which  they  were  unabled  to  rescue,  was  burn¬ 
ed  to  death  in  the  house.  'Whereupon  the 
slaves  were  taken  out  without  judge  or  jury, 
some  of  them  hung  upon  the  spot,  the  others 
tied  or  chained  down  in  a  log  house— the 
house  set  on  fire;  and  house  and  slaves  burn- 
edup  together,  while  the  unavailing  shrieks 
of  the  poor  victims  rent  the  air  1 

aV"-ave  no  names  or  dates,  because  the  facts 
were  hastily  communicated  to  me  by  my 
brother  and  sister,  then  on  their  return  to 
~  York  from  Mississippi,  and  if  any  names 
or  dates  were  given  me,  I  did  not  recollect 
them. 

One  or  two  northern  papers  atrected 
question  whether  any  such  thing  had  taken 
place,  “  ’twas  too  incredible  for  belief.”  I  he 
New  Orleans  Tropic  came  out  with  a  broad 
and  flat  denial,  asserting  that  no  such  thing 
bad  ever  occurred,  in  the  South-west  that  the 
story  was  a  sheer  fabrication,  conceived  in  the 

brain  of  a  villain,”  Sue.  &-c. 

Now  for  the  proof.  “In  the  mouth  of  two 
or  three  witnesses  shall  every  word  be  estab¬ 
lished.” 

A  few  days  after  the  above  facts  were  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Cincinnati  Herald,  Mr.  Web¬ 
ster,  a  Baptist  minister  from  Vermont,  on  his 
return  from  Mississippi,,  narrated  the  same 
facts  to  Dr.  Brisbane  and  several  other  per- 
)hio.  A  lady  in  Mississippi,  writes  a 
letter  to  her  friends  in  Massachusetts,  pit 
which  she  confirms  the  burning  of  these 
slaves — giving  the  names  of  Ross, 
ceased,  who  formerly  owned  the  plantation 
and  slaves — of  Dr.  W  ade,  who  now  occupies 
the  premises — whose  house  was  burned,  and 
who  burned  the  slaves — and  of  Mrs.  Richard¬ 
son  whose  child  was  burned.  On  my  return 
home  from  Cincinnati,  I  foil  in  company 
on  board  a  Toledo  packet,  with  John  Buel 
Carpenter,  formerly  of  Lancaster,  New  York 
now  a  ■merchant  in  Fayett,  Miss.,  who  was

It  provides  “that-Congress  doth  consent  that 
the  territory  properly  included  within  and 
rightfully  belonging  to  the  Republic  of  Tex¬ 
as,  may  heereeted  into  a  new  State,  to  he 
called  the  State  of  Texas,  .with  a  republican 
form  of  government  to  be  adopted  by  tbe  peo- 
order  that  the  same  may  be  admitted 
of  tiie  States  of  the  Union.”  This  sec¬ 
tion  clearly  does  not  admit  Texas,  but  merely 
ves  the  consent  of  Congress  to  Texas  form- 
g  a  State  constitution  as  a  mode  of  prepur- 
ig  for  its  admission. 

i  he  second  section  provides  that  the  fore¬ 
going  consent  of  Congress  is  given  on  certain 
conditions,  Tiie  first  is,  that  “said  State  to 
be  formed,  subject  to  the  adjustment,  by  this 
government,  ofall  questions  of  boundary  that 

yith  other  governments,  “llfl  tbe 
constitution  thereof  with  the  proper  evidence 
adoption  by  the  people  of  Texas,  shall 
be  traiisinitted  to  the  president  of  the  United 
States,  to  be  laid  before  Congress  for  its  fitful 
action  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January, 
1846.” 

It  is  dear  that  asithis  constitution  is  to  he 
submitted  to  Congress  for  its  final  action— 
Congress  may  either  approve  or  dtsapprov, 
it— may  admit,  or  reject,  the  Slate  of  l  exa 
at  its  pleasure.  If  the  constitution  be  not  re 
publican,  or  contains  provisions  inconsistent 
with  our  system  of  government,  or  flagrantly 
unjust — ’.lieu  the  duty  of  Congress  to  reject  it 
is  manifest  and  imperative.  It  being  submit¬ 
ted  to  Congress  for  its  final  action  can  mean 
nothing,  unless  Congress  is  to  have  the  right 
of  rejecting  as  well  as  of  accepting  it. 

The  construction  put  upon  this  clause  is 
:w  one,  hut  it  has  never  been  questioned 
,r  as  is  known  by  any  who  have  examined 
The  Texans  themselves  so  understood  it, 
and  their  newspapers  when  the  resolutions 
were  first  published  among  them,  complained 
loudly  that  Congress  had  still  the  power  of 
rejecting  their  appliances  after  they  had  pre¬ 
sented  their  State  constitution. 

The  second  condition  confirms  this  view. — 
It  says:  “Said  State,  when  admitted  into  the 
Union,”  after  ceding  to  the  United  States  all 
public  edifices,  fortifications,”  and  a  long  list 
of  other  things,  “shall  retain  its  public  funds,” 
&c.  &e.

|  disgraceful  act  had  been  passed,  by  which  the 
people  of  the  territory  of  that  name,  were 
I  authoriif®  to  form  a  State  constitution,  with- 
'  out  any  restriction  in  regard  to  slavery. 

After  the  State  constitution  was  formed, 
Missouri  applied  for  admission  as  a  State,  and 
a  joint  resolution  of  both  houses  ot  Congress 

Bur  this  resolution  did  not  pass,  ns  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  course.  It  was  strenuously  resisted.- 
It  was  carried  in  the  House  by  it  ' 
yeas,  to  84  navs;  and  in  the  Setfa't 
of  28  yeas,  to  11  navs. 

In  the  case  of  Illinois,  after  a  similar  act 
had  authorized  the  formation  of  a  State  con¬ 
stitution,  and  a  State  constitution  had  been 
formed  accordingly,  the  resolntion  for  admit, 
ting  her  as  a  Stale,  was  still  resisted  in  the 
House,  and  passed  by  a  vote  of  117  yeas,  to 
34  nays’.

The  question,  as  to  the  admission  of  Texas 
as  a  State,  is  aq  open  one;  and  the  members 
of  the  next  Congress  we  entirely  independent 
and  uul'eiteted  in, acting  on  ITby  the  resolu¬ 
tion  of  the  last  Congress.  , 

It  iviuv  perhaps  be  suggested  by  the  friends 
of  Texas  that  the  United  States  are  under 
softie  honorary  if  not  legal  obligation  to  annex 
her,  in  consequence  of  the  resolution  of  Con¬ 
gress: — as  if  there, could  he  an  honorary  . obli¬ 
gation  to  commit  a  crime.  But  the  terms 
proffered  were  clear.  The  Texan  constitu¬ 
tion  was  to  be  submitted  to  Congress,  and  if 
Congress  disapproved  it,  then  Texas  should 
j  remain  a  foreign  nation,  The  Texans  know 
'  tbe  feelings ’of  the 'northern  States  in  regard 
to  slaverv,  and  know  that  the  new  constitu¬ 
tion  will  be  resisted  in  Congress,  because  it 
supports  Slavery.  They  have  chosen  to  take 
their  chance  of  the  result.  They  know  too 
lb§  right  and  responsibilities  of  the  next  Con¬ 
gress.  it  is,  therefore*  ho  breach  of  faith  in 
the  northern  States  to  oppose  such  a  consti¬ 
tution.  There  lias  always  been  more  or  less 
opposition  by  northern  representatives  to  tho 
admission  of  new  slave  States.  It  would  be 
a  breach  of  faith  to  our  own  conseicncies  and 
God,  not  to  resist  the  admission  ol  Texas 
a  slave  State.  But  a  class  of  politicians, 
vtlio  have  hitherto  opposed  annexation,  now 
say  that  further  resistance  is  hopeless;  there¬ 
fore  let  us  now  submit  with  becoming  res’gna- 
tion  to  the  new  order  of  things.  With  this 
n worthy  and  pusillanimous  suggestion,  we 
tave  no  sympathy.  Why  should  we  yield 
before  the  battle  is  fully  fought?  Are  we  to 
take  it  for  granted  that  the  new  Congress  will 

•  ns  mean  spirited  at  the  last?  That  all  the 
inborn  representatives  will  prove  traitors, 
;fore  they  have  been  tried? 

Congress  will  always  echo  tho  will  of  the 
topic,  when  distinctly  and  strongly  pro¬ 
duced.  Shall  we  assume  that  the  greut 
ajovity  of  the  people  of  the  free  States  ac- 

,  liesi-e  in  annexation,  before  they  have  ex¬ 
pressed  tm  opinion  oil  the  subjeet?  Mad  can 
never  know  beforehand  the  results  of  his  ef¬ 
forts;  that  depends  on  an  alto rise  Providence. 
But  the  path  of  duty  is  plainly  marked  out  to 
him,  and  he  must  never  ccfltse  to  contend  for 
right  and  justice,  because  he  fears  his  efforts 
will  prove  unavailing. 

The  mass  of  the  people  need  nothing  so 
much  as  light.  Though  many  of  the  old  pol¬ 
itical  leaders  have  taken  the  wrong  path,  and 
others  stand  still,  let  us  yet  have  confidence 
that  the  majority  of  our  fellow-citizens  will 
follow  the  true  course,  when  it  is  pointed  oat 
to  them. 

A  light  breaks  out  in  the  North.  John  P. 
Hale,  tiie  only  Democratic  member  of  Con¬ 
gress  from  New  Hampshire  who  dared  to  re¬ 
sist  annexation,  was  in  consequence  pro¬ 
scribed  by  the  leaders  of  his  party.  A  result 
quite  unprecedented  in  New  Hampshire  has 
I  followed.  He  has  twice  succeeded  in  preven¬ 
ting  the  election  of  the  regularly  nominated 
Democratic  candidate  for  Congress.  The 
thousands  of  Democratic  citizens  of  New 
Hampshire  wlto  have  voted  for  Mr.  Hale,  in¬ 
dicate  how  tit  any  of  the  party  in  that  State 
have  ceased  to  lie  blind  tools  to  ihe  Soinh. — 
The  failure  of  the  pro-slavery  and  pro-Texan 
candidate  of  the  Democratic  party  tends  also 
ngly  to  prove  that  a  majority  of  the  peo- 
oi"  that  State  are  opposed  to  annexation. 
New  Hampshire  is  the  State  in  which  we 
should  expect  the  leas?  feeling  and  the  least 
effort  in  this  cause,  if  she  has  done  so  well, 
what  may  we  riot  expect  from  her  sister 
States,  who  have  not  yet  prostrated  themselves 
so  humbly  as  she  has  before  the  shrine  of 
southern  oppression.  Let  us  not  then  despair, 
hut  strain  every  nerve  to  bring  out  such  an 
expression  of  public  feeling  in  the  free  States 
against  the  extension  of  slavery',  as  will  com¬ 
pel  the  obedience  of  their  representatives  aud 

•  hake  off  Texas.  rewrite.-*- 

'Flie  means  are-  obvious.  Let  every  one 

"cel  it  his  own  personal  duty  to  du  something 
n  this  cause.  Let  every  tpwn  and  village  be 
roused  bv  lectures— let  rciriotiBtranc.es  to  Con¬ 
gress  against  the  admission  of  Texas  as  u 
slave  States  be  every  where  circulated— let 
ihe  clergy  be  urged  to  preach  resistance  to 
annexation  and  slavery  as  a  religious  duty.— 
Let  conventions  of  the  people  be  called  in  ev¬ 
ery  Slate,  to  give,  expression  to  popular  opin¬ 
ion.  Let  every  man  who  reads  this  address 
be  sure  that  lie  does  something  himself  to  de¬ 
feat  the  nefarious  plot  to  sustain  slavery.— 
Many  can  address  popular  assemblies;  many 
can  write  for  the  public;  all  can  converse  with 
their  friends— all  cun  sign  petitions— all  can 
vote.  Iff  every  man  who  thinks  right  on  this 
subject,  will  only  do  his  duty,  annexation  may 
yet  be  defeated;  and  the  North  be  for  the  first 
time  triumphant  in  the  great  warfare  between 
liberty  and  slavery .  . 

The  committee  have  ptiposely  abstained 
from  discussing  the  subject  of  the  violation  of 
the  constitution  in  attempting  to  smuggle  a 
foreign  nation  into  the  Union  by  the  legisla¬ 
tive  action  of  Congress;  of  the  breach  of  our 
plighted  faith  to  Mexico,  endeavoring  to  biting 
into  the  United  States,  territory  which  our 
treaties  expressly  place  within  the  Mexican 
boundaries;  or  of  the  prospect  of  war  with 
Mexico;  not  because  these  questions  Hud 
others  connected  with  annexation,  are  unim¬ 
portant  or  unseasonable— but  partly  because 
the  committee  had  not  time  to  discuss  them 
fully,  hut  still  more  because  they  preferred  to 
eonfine  their  attention  to  What  now  can  and 
iffht  to  he  done  to  avert  annexation,  presen t- 
g  prominently  the  one  greatest  and  fatal  ob¬ 
jection  to  the  measure  which  every  man  can 
understand.

The  ground*  on  which  the  grand  trial  of  j 
slavery  is  to  be  finally  decided,  are  the  Bible 
and  the  Constitution.  It  has  been  supposed 
by  many  that  the  nrgnment  from  the  Bible 
vus  nearly  and  triumphantly  cloned,  but  that 
s  a  mistake.  T he  faith  nml  practice  of  the 
ihureh  must  he  essentially  alike  on  this  sub¬ 
ject,  for  there  will  be  ton  much  light,  nnd  its 
conduct  too  closely  watched  to  allow  much 
discrepancy  between  them.
